Pi— «bubob, Pa., June L— The flood at 
Johnstown has resulted in aa awful catas- 
trophe. Tbe reservoir above tbe town 
broke about Ave o'clock, last evening, and 
tba immense volume of water rushed 
down to the city, carrying with It death 
and destruction. Houses, with tbelr oc- 
cupants, ware swept away, and scores— 
probably hundred, — of people were 
drowned. There Is no communication 
wltkaaobostuwn, but a telegraph operator 
In the Pennsylvania railroad town of 
Bang Hollow, twelve mlies this side of 
Johnstown, says at Isast seventy-five 
dead bodies have floated past Tbe win s 
ara all down and no trains are running 
east of Blalrsvllle, which Is about twenty- 
five miles west of Johnstown. 

Latest reliable Information received 
from Johnstown comes through Pennsyl- 
vania railroad officials, who aver that 
over two hundred dead bodies have been 
counted floating down stream at Johns- 
town, while along tbe line many addition- 
al lives have been lost It Is asserted that 
there are but two booses In Johnstown 
proper entirely above the water line. A 
special train, bearing Pennsylvania rail- 
road officials and a large cumber of news- 
paper men, has left this city for tbe scene. 
Telegraphic communication Is entirely cut 
off, aad uatll telegraph repair men aad 
operators, with necessary In stru meats, 
open up at the nearest point, but little re- 
liable Information can be obtained. 

A special from Greensburg saysi "A re- 
port bas Just reached here that tbe greater 
Bert loa of Johnstown baa been flooded 
and thousand, of lives lost Houses are 
floating about, and the people who are 
free are panlc-strloken, aad are fleeing to 
the mountains. At a point near New 
Florence elghty-flve persons have been 
seen floating down tba river on drift-wood. 
One report ownee that bat two roofs of the 
houses In Johnstown oan be seen. Tbe 
Oovstown and New Florence bridges have 
been washed away, and all the buildings 
along tba Conemaogh between New 
Fioreaoe and Johnstown have been car- 
ried away. The railroad towers have 
been abandoned by the operators." 

W. N. Hayes, (supervisor of the section 
ef the Penasylvan la railroad covered by 
tbe flood, telegraphed at 10 o'clock last 
Bight to Huperlntendeot Pltcalrn as fol- 
lows: "Tbe destruotloo Is terrible The 
dump at Joboslown Is gone betwssn the 
bridge and tower. West of Johnstown, at 
some points the tracks are entirely carried 
away and road-bed gone. The river for 
three -quarters of a mile above the bridge 
Is tiled with buildings and driftwood, 
forty feet high, and Is on Are, burning 
furiously, and Is entirely beyond our con- 
trol. I can not estimate tba amount 
of damage I walked over from 
Johnstown to Hanghollow, four mllee. 
Johnstown Is literally wiped out" Buper- 
tntendent Pltcalrn, who Is at New Flor- 
ence, sixty-five mllee east of Pittsburgh, 
telsgrapbs that over one hundred men, wo- 
men and children passed 8angbollow, 
cilnglng to debris. Beven were rescued at 
Hanghollow, two at Conemangh Furnace 
and two at New Florence. Only forty- 
ssven.of tbs hundred and over passed New 
Florence. Tbe lose of life and property 
will be terrible. A freight engineer says 
that at 3 p. m. be saw three men aad a wo- 
man struggling for tbelr lives in the Cone- 
maugh river just below Johnstown. 

The Western Union office in Johnstown 
was swept away at 4 o'clock. Tbe water 
in Cambria City, where were located the 
Cambria Iron Works, Is thirty-Are feet 
deep and rising. 

Pennsylvania railway officials state that 
tbey have advices that over 500 dead 
bodies have beon counted floating down 
stream at Johnstown alone, while all along 
the line many additional lives have been 
lost Johnstown Is described aa wholly 
submerged, only two houses belug entire- 
ly above tbe water line. 

Greensburq, Pa., June 1.— In order to 
understand tbe nature of the calamity It 
is necessary to describe the respective lo- 
cations of the reservoir at Johnstown. 
Tbs reservoir lies about two and one-balf 
miles northeast of Johnstown, and Is the 
sits of tbe old reservoir, wbloh was one of 
the feeders of the old Pennsylvania canal. 
It Is the property of wealthy men In Pitts- 
burgh, who formed themselves Into a 
corporation, the title of which Is the 
Booth Fork Fishing and Hunting Club. 
This sheet of water was formerly known 
as Conemaugh Lake. It Is from 200 to 
800 feet abote tbe level of Johnstown, 
being In the mountains. It Is about three 
and a half miles long and from a mile 
to a mile aud a quarter In width and In 
some' places it Is 100 In depth. II holds 
more water than any other reservoir, nat- 
nrat or artificial, In the United Stales. The 
lake has been quadrupled In slse by artifi- 
cial means, and was held in oheck by a 
dam from TOO to 1,000 feet wide It Is W 
feet In thiokaess at ths base, and the 
height Is 110 feet, The top has a breadth 
of over 30 feet. Beoognlilng ths menace 
whloh the lake had to the region below the 
South Fork Club bad tbe dam Inspected 
ones a month by the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Engineer, and tbelr in- 
vestigation showed that nothing 
leaa than tome convulsion of 
nature would tear the barrier away and 
loosen the weapon of death. The steady 
rains of the past forty-eight hours lu- 
creased the volume of waver lu all tbe 
mountain streams whloh were already 
swsllsd by the lesser rains earlier in tbe 
week. From the best Information ob- 
tained at this time It Is evident that some- 
thing In the nature of e olood-bursl must 
havs been the oulmlnatlon of the struggle 
of the water agaloet the embankment.

with the ezoeptlon of at one point, the 
water passed through a narrow. V-sbaped 
valley. Fear miles below tbe dam lay tbe 
town of Month Fork, wbsre tbe South Fork 
Itself empties Into Conemeugh river. The 
town contained about 1,000 Inhabitants. 
It has not been heard from, bat It la said 
that four- fifth, of It bas been swept 
away. Four miles further down, 
on Conemaugb river, which runs 
parallel with tbe mala line of ths 
Pennsylvania railroad, was tbe town of 
Mineral Point It bad 800 Inhabitant,. 90 
per cent of the houses being on a flat close 
to the river. It seems Impossible at this 
lime to hope that any of them have es- 
caped. A distance of six miles further 
down was tbe town of Conemeugh, and 
here alone was there a topographical pos- 
sibility of tbe spreading of tbe flood and 
tba breaking of Its force, It con- 
tained about 1,800 Inhabitants, ant 
must be almost wholly devastated. 

Woodvale, with 1,000 people, ley a mile 
below Conemeugh la tbe flat, and one mile 
further down where Johnstown and Its 
clutter of sister towns. Cambria City and 
Conemaugb borough, with a total popula- 
tion of 80,000. On made ground and 
stretched along right at tbe river verge 
were tbe immense Iron works of tbe Cam- 
bria Iron and Steel Company, wblch has 
*6,000,000 invested In tbelr plant Betide, 
this thsre are many other large industrial 
establishments on the bank of the river, 
how badly damaged oan not be estimated. 

The banks of tba Coneruaugh river are 
overflowed for miles, and the whole coun- 
try Is dsluged with water. Tbe Pennsyl- 
vania railroad, all along the river from 
Johnstown to New Florence, Is washed 
away, aad travel Is entirely sus- 
ided. At Bang Hollow the opera- 
tor in one of tbe railroad tow- 
ers counted eighty-seven dead bodies 
floating down tbe river on tbe driftwood. 
The river rose so rapidly that all the ope- 
rators In the towers between Bang Hol- 
low and New Florence bad to flee for their 
Uvea. The bridges at New Florence on 
the Pennsylvania railroad, and Cokelowu, 
on tbe West Pennsylvania, wars carried 
away. Houses, furniture, eta, are being 
carried down the rlrar. 

Pittobubob, Jane L— Reports from 
along the Klsklminetaa river, Into wblch 
tbe Conemaugb empties, are most distress- 
ng. Tbe river nea r Baltsburg is filled 
with wreckage, and a number of person, 
were noticed clinging to such timbers as 
would bear tbelr weight At Blalrsville 
men are stationed oa the bridges and 
banks In tbe hope of rescuing some 
of those who were being carried down 
the stream. Tbe volume of water Is on- 

Ereoedeuted. Tbe Iron bridge connecting 
lairsvltle with the Blalrsvllla Intersec- 
tion haa been carried away, and with It a 
train of heavily loaded oars standing upon 
the bridge to hold It in place. Tbls was 
tbe largeet and strongest bridge on the 
West Pennsylvania railway. It Is thought 
that all of ths West Pennsylvania railway 
bridges will share a similar fate 

Allot the towns In tbe Klikiminota, 
Valley are expected to be submerged. 
Among them ere Livsrmora, Baltsburg, 
A i-.i lo, Leechburg aud Avenmore, having 
a population of from 8,000 to 10.000 each. 
The inhabitants along tbe river have been 
warned, but are almost panic-stricken at 
the Idea of their great loss of property 
whloh la inevitable. 

Later report, from Coketown Is to ths 
effect that the entire town Is submerge J. 
and a number of lives have been lo.t at 
that place. 

Bolivar, Pa., Jnne 1.— A man rescued 
In tbe river here, who was swept away 
from Johnstown, says positively that not 
lass than fifteen thousand lives are prob- 
ably lost In the valley of the Conemaugb. 
This point Is twenty miles below Johns- 
town, aud the work of rescuing men, wo- 
men and children sweeping down the 
river bas been going 1 steadily forward all 
night 

flt.AtnsviLLB Imtbrbbctio*, Pa., June L 
— At Lockport, about eighteen miles from 
Johnstown, the scene of the disaster, Eliel 
Benson, an old man, Mra Boyle, Paddy 
Madden and two Hungarians were re - 
cued. Mr. Henson said: "I live in Cam- 
bria City. I think that not less than 15,000 
people were lost In tbe bouee witb me 
on Chestnut street were ten persons be- 
side myself, and I feel sure tbey were all 
lost Up to i o'clock In tba afternoon tho 
water, which was seven feet deep in the 
streete, remained stationary. About t 
In tbe afternoon the great rush camo. 
In fifteen in lnutes the water rose fully ten 
feet Houses came floating down tho 
streets. There were people In every one 
of them, and Hod only know, how many 
ware lost As they were carrlel off tho 
houses were Jammed together and against 
the honses still standing, and in a very 
few minutes tbey were all battered to 
pieces before tbey were carried very far. 
The bouse 1 was in was soon smashed to 
pieces, and I managed to jump onto a cel- 
lar door. In a few seconds I was 
rushed Into the flood, and when 
I looked back where Cambria City 
stood there was nothing but a great lake 
of water. It looks to me as It every bouse 
had been rased or covered over. The vast 
sheet of water was full of floating timbers, 
roofs of houses, rafts, boards and other 
articles. The soene was Indescribable. 
The cries of tbe men, women and children 
were frightful. I passed Paddy Madden's 
wife, my son's wife and a man cling. ng 
to the root of a house 1 called to them 
and bade them good-bye. In a short 
time I was caught by the water and 
turned under. Every once In a while I got 
Into a whirlpool, and more than once al- 
most lost my grip on the cellar-door. I 
saw people in the water ahead of me and 
all aroand me. Many of them were struck 
by tba crashing timbers and killed out - 
right; others Were so badly hurt that they 
fell into the water and were drowned at 
once. 

Bolivar, Pa., June 1.— At Lockport six- 
ty-flve families are homeless, having lost 
every thing but their lives. Edward Deck, 
a young railroader, rescued an old gen- 
tleman, a lady named Adams, of Cambria, 
and her two children by swimming out to 
the house in which they were imprisoned. 
Cutting a hole In the roof and putting them 
through, he then swam ashore witb them, 
one at a time until all were saved. Deck 
then fell exhausted. 

Patrick Madden was nearly dead when 
pulled tr.un the river. He wa, tn the 
house of Edward Oarvey. All were 
caught Ten minutes later the bouse was 
wrecked. Oarvey and his brother-in-law 
were both drowned, and Madden Vat 
thrown Into the flood, "When I rosj to 
the surface I saw my wits hanging t i a 
p ece of scantling. 8he let it go 
and was drowned, almoit with n 
reach of my arm, and I could no; help 
or save her. I caught a log and 
floated witb It for Ave or six milei. bu. Il 
was k locked from uu ler me when 1 com 
over tbe dam. I tbsn caught a bale of hay 
and was taken out br Mr. Marenrow. My 
wife Is certainly drowned aui six children 
aroall m sting, and I fear all are drown- 
ed. There are. without doubt, fullv three 
thousand people Ion between C. ne in m Ji 
iKirough and Cambridge City."

Absorbing the Time of the Samoan 
Commissioners. 



They Are Kept Bury Attending Dinners 
and Reeepllone- How the News, 
paper Men Are Working 



Bbbux, June L— In addition to the hard 
work wblch the American Commissioner! 
to the Bemoan Conference lay out for 
themselves eacb day, thsy are obliged to 
give np considerable time to social duties 
In the gay German Cupital, and every 
nlgbt when they are oot entertaining 
guests at their rooms at tbs Kaiserhof, 
tbey are sure to be at some dinner given 
In their honor by some distinguished resi- 
dent of Berlin. During tbe past weak 
two notable dinners were given for 
them — the first on Wednesday by 
Bir Edwerd Malet, tbe £ igllsb Em- 
bassador, and tbe othsr on Friday night, 
when Count Von Holstsln, ons of the Ger- 
man Secretaries of State, gave them a 
banquet, which for menu, wines aud char- 
acter of Ite guests Is said never to have 
been equaled In Berlin. The wines were of 
the rareit vintages, and, indeed, most of 
them are unpurchasable now. Among the 
guests were Count Weldersee (Von Molt- 
ke's successor), Count Von Wedell, tbe 
Emperor'e Aid, Mr. William Walter Phelps, 
Mr. Kasson, Count Eulenlerg and many 
other representatives of rolitlcal and so- 
cial rank. Count Von Holstsln visited tbe 
United States some thirty years ago apd 
was then so kindly received by friends of 
Mr. I'bslps that he has been most lavish In 
hla hospitality here to that gentleman and 
bis colleagues during their stay. Tbe 
American delegation occupied an entire 
floor of tbe Kslierbot Hotel. Each mem- 
ber hai bis private bedroom and working- 
room adjoining, and In tbe center of Ibe 
suit Is a large and handsomely furnished 
room which during the day is used as a 
reception room for formal visitors, and in 
tbe evening as a common dining-room. The 
work-room of each Commissioner il 
besieged day and night by newspapermen 
representing London and American jour- 
nals, bat thus far their success In gotting 
news of the proceedings of the commis- 
sion has been confined to what they have 
been able to get in tbe form of indignaat 
denial from tbe German officials. Thsir 
method has bean to concoct some story 
which. If true, would be so injurious to 
Gsrman interests that tbe German com- 
missioners have felt compelled to deny It, 
and tbls denial general y forms tbe basis 
of voluminous dispatches. 

Dr. Cronln's Clothing Found. 
Cbicaqo, June l.— Dr. Cronin's clothing 
has been found, and another link forged 
In the chai n of evidence that surrounds 
lbs murder. Tbe first clue was obtained 
by the And ing of the drawers by Sol Ham- 
berger and Eddie Brescb, two little boys 
of Lake View. Louis Hamberger, the 
eighteen-year-old brother of tbe first 
named lad, then notified the police, 
and conducting Lieutenant Schuet- 
tier to tbe mouth of tbe Fifty-ninth 
street sewer, instituted a search which re- 
salted in the unearthing of tbe physician's 
pants, coat and undershirt Tbey were 
burled over a foot under ground, and were 
only discovered by probing in tbe sand 
with sharp sticks. The shirt bore the 
name of the unfortunate doctor, and the 
other articles were readily recognised as 
portions of bis apparel. The peats in places 
were deeply stained with blood.

THE DEAD. 

Almost a Thousand llodlos Collected at 
•Tohnatowa and Vlclnltf— While Thou- 
eands More Are Horned or Hurled In tlie 
Hud and Debris— Hungarians Caught 
Robbing the Dead and Two Are Hanged, 
Another Shot and geveral Driven Into 
the Itlver and Drowned. 
Johxstowr, Pa.. Juoe a.— To say that 
!ohnstowu is a wreck is but stating the 
facts of Ibe case. Nothing like it was ever 
•een in tbii country. Where long rows of 
dwelling-houses and business blocks stood 
forty-eight boors ago, ruin aad desolation 
now reign supreme. Probably fifteen hun- 
dred houses have been swept from tbe face 
of the earth a< completely as If they had 
never been erected. Main street, from 
•nd to end, Is piled fifteen and twenty 
feet high witb debris, and ia some la- 
ttances it is as high as the roofs of the 
houses. This great mass of wreckage 
fills tbe street from curb to curb, 
and frequently baa crushed tbe front, of 
Lnlldings in and filled tbe space w.tn re- 
minders of tbe terrible caiemity. It will 
require several days yet to form a definite 
idea as to the loss of life, but it will cer- 
tainly reach thousands. Every hour 
brings fresh evidence! of the faot that tbe 
disaster eclipses anything of the kind in 
the history of the country and no one can 
say what tbe final results will be. Every 
hoar or so tba forces of men working on 
the various heaps of debris find a 
number of bodies buried In the 
mud and wreckage. It It be leved 
that when the flames are extinguished 
in the wreckage ' at tbe bridge, a 
tbe same Is removed, that hundreds and 
hundreds of victims will be discovered. 
In fact, this seems certain, as di zsns of 
bodies have already been found on the 
outskirts of tbe huge masa of broken tim- 
ber. Reports from outside points are alto 
appalling. Up to 8 o'clock to-night 180 
bodies have been embalmed at Nineveh, 
and there is a report that 200 more hove 
been discovered half burled In tba mud 
on an island between New Florence and 
tbe place named. At tbe Fourth 
Ward scbool-house over 10) victims 
have been laid out for identifica- 
tion. In many cases tbey have been 
recognised, while In many more the tabs 
bear the simple word "Unknown" Near- 
ly a thousand bodies so far have been col- 
lected. I'm hi t reports have not been ex- 
aggerated. The loss of life Is so frightful 
that It is feared lo tell tbe truth about It 
Fifteen thousand men, women and chil- 
dren have perisbed in the flood and flames, 
and several hundred more will dio from 
wounds and exhaustion. Tbe people here 
are apprehensive of pestilential epidemic 
as the direct cause of tbe thousands ol 
bodies putrifying In the rlvor. Tbe wateri 
of the Conemaugh are literally choked with 
masses of putrescent humanity, ths st*ncb 
of which is so powerful that In places it is 
Impossible to approach within a square of 
tbe river. Justus the shadows began to 
fall upoo ths earth lest evening a party of 
thirteen Hungarians were noticed stealth 
ily picking their way along the banks of 
Conemaugh toward i Bang Hollow. Sus- 
picious of their purpose, several farmers 
armed themselves and started In pursuit 
Boon their most horrible fears were real 
Iced. The Hungarians went oat for plun- 
der. Lying upon tbe shore they came upon 
tbe dead and mangle 1 body of a woman 
upon whoie person there were a number of 
trinkets of jewelry and two diamond rings. 
In their eagerness to secure tbe plunder tbe 
Hungarians got into a squabble, during 
which one of their number severed tbe 
floger qpon which were the ring, anl 
started on a run with his fearful prise. 
Tbe revolting nature of the deed so 
wrought up the pursuing farmers, who by 
this tlms were close at hand, that they 
gave immediate chase. Some of tho Hun- 
garians showed fight, but being outnum- 
bered were compelled to flee for their Uvea 
Nine of the brutes escaped, but four were 
literally driven into the surging river and 
to tbelr death. Tbe Inhuman monster 
whose atrocious act bas been described 
was among Ibe number of tbe involuntary 
suicides. Two other Hungarians were 
caught robbing the dead and were banged 
from a tree; another was shot.

The city ib completely gone, 
no less tnan 15,000 buildings having 
been completely swept away or 
massed in huge slimy piles. The 
dead are everywhere, and the most 
conservative place the loss of life at 
Johnstown alone at 5,000 people, 
while the fatalities at oilier points, 
when heard from will swell the list 
to an extant that can not even be 
approximated. To add to the hor- 
ror much of the debris ii on lire, 
and numbers of ghouls are pilUging 
the dead ol personal effects. Fire- 
men ftom Pittsburgh are fighting 
the tiame, but under the most ad- 
verse circumstances. Reliet corps 
are busy gathering the dead by hun- 
dreds and great trenches are being 
prepared for them. No religious 
services are held over the bodies, it 
being the intentiot to told a general 
memorial service when there is time. 

The corpses are decomposing first, 
and before a third of them ate re- 
covered, their condition can best be 
imagined. Committees are also 
supplying food to the destitute aBd 
aid to the sick ; in fact, everything 
possible is being done for the strick- 
en and famished people. Every- 
where efforts toward raising funds 
have begun. A number of thieves 
caoght in the act of robbing the 
dead were hanged or shot.

Wheat.— Early in the spring the 
wheat never looked better, bdt the 
continued drought, Hessian fly, 
smut and chinch bug, all combined 
to materially injure it. In Western 
Kentucky the chinch bug is very 
prevalont ; in Central and Southern 
Kentucky the smut and fly ; still 
many field* of wheat are excellent. 

Corn. — The acreage in corn is 105 
compared with ordinary averages ; 
the planting wa? two weeks earlier 
than usual; the stand was general- 
ly satisfactory. It very stalky 
and of good color, with the ground 
clean of grass and splendidly culti- 
vated. 

Oatb.— The screagu in 
larger than usual, but beiiig essen- 
tially a wet weather crop, the 
drought seriously affected it, and 
like wheat or) high, thin, rolling 
soiV) is very inferior, l*it on leve 1 , 
moist land, will make a good crop, 
only in exceptionally dry sections. 

Soikjhum.— This crop is rapidly 
increasing in the State as a forage 
for stock, as well as for making sug- 
ar and molases, and the acreage is a 
full average. 

Grass ami CfotEit.— These two 
important crops have been very se- 
riously affected by dry weather,- and 
in many places Were regarded as 
worthless; botthe late rains will 
have A wonderfully good effect, and 
they can be, with good season:, ex- 
pected to be near an average. 

Fri'it. — The crop is very promis- 
ing, except apples, there is great 
complaint that !he trees are Very 
freely shedding their fruit from 
drought, insects and coo? weather. 
Other fruits.including berries, prom- 
ise a good yield. 

Hog cholera has bt'en very cjen- 
erally complained of, and *he hog 
product in trMs State will be largely 
decreased from this disease. 

The seventeen-year locusts have 
just made their appearance in many 
bounties. Their bad effects have 
not yet been developed, but they 
have to make therr living while tbey 
are with us, and their diet has not 
yet been determined.

Nevada is as large as Ohio, Indiana 
and Kentucky combined, but in all 
its vast ansa there U not enough 
good agricultural land as many sin- 
gle counties of the former States af- 
ford. The soil is not even suitable 
for grazing, unless cattle and sheep 
learn to live on sand and sage grass. 
Lonely mountains and lengthy des- 
erts offer little promise to settlers, 
and Nevada is destined to remain 
to us what the wildest and bler.kest 
of the Highlands have been to Scot- 
land, fortunate if she should ever" 
have a histcry rich in romance lika 
the country which Scott has most 
picturesquely depicted. Fifty years 
from now the State will probably 
not have reached a population of 
100,000. 

Nevada'? Statehood has already 
been a subject of criticism. She 
ought never to have been admitted 
into the Union. Either Arizona or 
Wyoming ?s better fitted for mrm 
bership, but having brought • her in, 
we cannot put her out again, and 
she remains the only State not gain- 
ing in inhabi!ant J . but nevtrtbetess 
on an equal basis in the Senate with 
the greatest and most populons 
The two men who represent her GO, 
000 people there have the same row- 
er as those who vote in the name of 
Kentucky's two millions, Ohio's 
four millions or New York's six 
million-.

The military authorities don't want 
their recruits laid up in hospitals The 
lemon consists of leading the horse 
around the rlding-echool; so that the 
axiom of learning to creep before walk- 
ing fs slightly modified here, lor the 
recruit learns to walk his horse before 
riding him. When be haa led his 
horse around for awhile, the horse's 
head is brought in from the boards 
(I. e., tho walls of the school), and the 
recruit is taught to "stand at ease" 
and to step from side to side of his 
horse's fore feet in measured paces. 
Then comes tho "mount;" and usually 
the unfortunate recruit has no sooner 
got up on ono side than be rolls over 
on the other, owing to the vagaries of 
his horse, who knows that he has a 
recruit in hand, and takes advantage 
of It Presently the order is given to 
•march." and away fllo tho horses 
around tho school walls, many of 
tho pupils thinking horseflesh Is 
very perverse in rubbing its side 
against the school wall with a recruit's 
leg for a buffer. Tho day when I got 
my first riding lesson many of us 
started off by pulling on our horses' 
mouths, nnd got (to quote our rough 
rider) "all over tbo shop liko a pack of 
sheep." After a few turns round — 
during which tho "rough" taught us 
the aid* to horsemanship in the pre- 
liminary stages of the "walk" — we 
learned that wo won; not to "pull our 
horses' hoods off." but to handle the 
reins gently b» feeling them with our 
wrists nnd not with our whole arms 
All wo had to do (we were told) was 
to sit there and keep our bodies up- 
right with our chesta.forward, by hol- 
lowing tho buck and drawing In our 
stomachs, as well as to keep our 
"chins off our stocks" and our heads 
up. We began to see that learning to 
ride was no trifling job. When It came 
to fixing our legs, getting them well 
back, raising our toes and sinking our 
heels, we got more to do than we ever 
bargained for. Your teacher is a hard 
man to plcnsc: and I'm sure that by 
<beor practice recruits at Canterbury 
hare got all their stomachs pressing 
up against the diaphragms. Other- 
wise bow do they muster such smal' 
waists and such plgcon-like chests? 
Die fact is that lungs, heart, 
liver, stomach and spleen nro all 
packed togethor chestwards, like a tin 
of Australian mutton. Whether nature 
ever intended such a cramming Is a 
question that the military authorities 
don't study. Make your men as wooden 
as possible— never mind nature. Is 
their dictum; and certainly Uiey are 
listened to. After we had done a little 
walking around the riding school we 
got more confidence; and thought, no 
doubt, that we should like a bit of a 
"trot," just to see what that was like. 
When it did come to trotting many of 
us fell off. or nenrly foil off. and went 
hobbling around tho school— to quote 
our rough — riding again "like a lot of 
stuffed dolls riding ycr horses from 
nose to croup." And certainly many 
of us were more often on our horses' 
withers and haunches than on the 
ranter of their backs, and wu had our 
arms more often round their necks than 
holding our reins. The "rough" called 
us to a halt, and even here wo 
at fault. Some of us pulled too 
much, or wo pulled too little, or we 
pulled awry, with tho result that our 
horses were "all over the shop." 
At last wo had stopped, our friend the 
"rough" again let us know a bit of his 
mind about our first appearance as 
cavalrymen. He never saw such a 
blooming' lot of asses In all his born 
days; my old mother could ride better 
than you," etc Ho had probably told 
the same yarn to generations of re- 
cruits; but realty we believed that wo 
wore a set of out-and-out duffers. 

After a few months' riding drill tho 
cavalryman learns to ride his horse at 
all paces; and when ho can take him 
through tho turns, circles and wind- 
ings of tho menage drill, and knows 
how to use his "arms" mounted, be is 
fit to call himself a real cavalry-man. 
and is ready to go on and fight his 
country s wars wheu he gets the 
chance. If the reader wants to learn 
more of cavalry equitation, he had 
better join. A few months drill will 
teach him all ho will care to learn. —

THE ARBOR DIABOLI. 

Discovery nf a Third Mpovlmea of tho 
Carnivorous Devil's If... 

I have taken much interest in the 
study of botany during my sojourn in 
this country, the flora of which pre- 
sents one of the richest fields for the 
scicntista in the world, and hare wan- 
dered some distance from town on sev- 
eral occasions in my search for 
specimens. On one of these expedi- 
tious I noticed a dark object on one of 
the outlying spurs of the Sierra Madre 
mountains, which object excited my 
curiosity so much that I oxamined it 
carefully through my field-glass. This 
revealed that the object was a tree or 
shrub of such an unusual appearance 
that I resolved to visit the spot. I 
rode to the mountain, the sides of 
which sloped sufficiently for me to 
mako my way on horseback to within 
a fow rods of the summit- But here I 
was stopped by an abrupt riao ho steep 
that I despaired of reaching it even on 
foot. I went arjund it several times 
seeking for some way to climb up, 
but tho jagged, beetling rocks afforded 
not tho slightest foothold. On the 
top of this knob stands the troo I had 
seen. From the spot on which I now 
stood I could see that it somewhat re- 
semblod in form the weeping willow, 
but the long, drooping whip-like limbs 
were of a dark and apparently slimy 
nppearanco. and soemod possessed of a 
horriblo lifolike powor of coiling and 
uncoiling. Occasionally the whole 
tree would seem a writhing, squirm- 
ing mass. My desire to investigate 
this strange vegotablo product in- 
creased on each of the many expedi- 
tions I made to the spot, and at last I 
saw a sight one day which made m« 
believe I had certainly discovered an 
unheard-of thing. A bird, whleh I 
had watched circling about for some 



finally settled on the top of the 
when the branches began to 
awaken, as it were, and to curl up- 
ward. They twisted and twisted like 
snakes about the bird, which began to 
scream, and drew it down in their 
fearful embrace until I lost sight of it. 
Horror-stricken. I Mixed the nearest 
rock to an attempt to climb the knob. I 
had so often tried in vain to do this that 
I waa not surprised when I fell back, but 
the rock was loosened and foil also. It 
narrowly missed me, but I sprung up 
unhurt, and saw that the fallen rock 
had left a considerable cavity. I put 
my face to it and looked In. Some- 
thing like a cavern, tho floor of which 
had an upward tendency, met my 
sight, and I felt a current of fresh air 
blowing on me. with a dry, earthy 
smell. Evidently there was another 
opening aomowhere, undoubtedly at 
the summit Using my trowel, which 
I always carried on my botanizing ex- 
peditions, I enlarged the bole, and 
then pushed my way up through the 
paanage. When I had noarly reached 
the top I looked out cautiously to see 
If I should emerge within reach of 
that diabolical tree. Hut I found it 
nowhere near the aperture, so I sprung 
out I was just In time to see the flat- 
tened carcass of the bird fall to tho 
ground, which was covered with bones 
and feathers. I approached as close- 
ly as I dared and examined the 
tree. It was low in size, not 
more than twenty feet high, but 
covering a great area. It- trunk waa 
of prodigious thickness, knotUxl and 
scaly. From the top of this trunk, a 
fow feet from the ground, its slimy 
branches curved upward and down- 
ward, nearly touching the ground with 
their tapering tips. Its appearance 
waa that of a gigantic tarantula await- 
ing its prey. On my venturing to 
lightly touch one of the limbs, it closed 
upon my hand with such force that 
when 1 tore It loose the skin came 
with it I descended then, and clos- 
ing the passage returned home. I 
went back next day carrying half a 
dor.cn chickens with which to food tho 
tree. The moment I tossed it tho 
fowls, a violent agitation shook its 
branches, which swayed to and fro 
with a sinuous, snaky motion. After 
devouring tho fowls, those branches, 
fully gorged. dro|i|>eil to their feme r 
position, and the tree, giving no signs 
of animation. 1 dared to approach it 
and take the limb* In my hand. 
They were covered with Muckers, re- 
sembling the tentaclcsof an octopus. 
The blood of the fowls hail been ab- 
sorbed by these suckers, leaving crim- 
son stains on the dark surface. There 
was no foliage, of course, of any kind. 
Without speaking of my discovery to 
any one about. I wrote nn account of it 
to tho world-famous botanist. Prof. 
Word»nhaiipt of tbo University of 
Heidelberg- His reply states that my 
tree is the arbor diaboli, only two 
specimens of which have ever Im-n 
known— ono on the peak of the Hima- 
layas and the other on the Island of 
Sumatra. Mine Is tho third. IW. 
Wordenliniipt says that the arbor 
diaboli and the plant known as tho | 
Venus flv-trap lire the only known 
specimens, growing on the land, of 
those forms of life which partake of 
the nature of iNith animal and vege- 
table kingdoms, although thorn are in- 
stances too numerous to mention fou:id 
of this class in the sea. The Portugese 
man-of-war may bo mcntiomd. how- 
ever, as ono, and the sponge as the 
best known specimen of this class. —

In Washington's time women had 
>cnrcely any rights or opporlunilioe 
out of the domestic circle. 

A married woman was a legal non- 
entity. The husband was tho legal 
guardian of the wife, or rather he pos- 
sessed a!! the rights of both. In law 
tho twain were one, nnd thnt one was 
tho husband. 

To-day a wife It in mxny respects a 
distinct, independent being in law. 
Klin may acquire, hold, convey and 
will property. She may engage In 
business, carry on trade, make con- 
tracts. She may tue and be sued, may 
enforce ber rights and defend them. 

Both married und unmarried women 
have acquired political rights. In cer- 
tain Territories a suffrage equal to 
that enjoyed by men haa been con- 
ferred on them. In some States they 
may vote for certain officers and hold 
certain offices. Everywhere there is u 
growing tendency to enlarge the polit 
ical rights of all women, as the?o is to 
enlarge the civil rights of viarrlod 
women. 

Still more striking has been tho 
opening of a vast and varlod .iphere 
for the occupation of women, 'n lit- 
erature they have come to the V>nt In 
large numbers. In trade and industry 
countless thousands are .-ur> '•• ■ >i. 
They arc found in office and sto-"». in 
shop and factory. A largo pmpdr-inn 
of the aex have ceased to be depend- 
ents- They have become wage-earn- 
ers and self-supporters. They are re- 
spected and honored for battling with 
the necessities of life and earning 
their own livelihood. 

And this vast army of employed 
women and girls is destined to in- 
crease with every coming year.— Ms
